A forecast of operations under city ownership, showing the advantages 
to the City and showing how many years wouid be required to pay off the 
water revenue bonds out of water works revenues; and showing what funas 
can be set aside for replacements, etc. 


Second Party will use his best efforts and ability to assist the City to 
obtain the water works at a fair price. 


When and if an acquisition price satisfactory to the City is obtained, 

Then the City agrees to issue and deliver to Second Party the water 
revenue bonds necessary to provide proceeds to pay for the water works

SECTION 1. For the purpose of this Ordinance a “dealer in gold, 
wholesale and retail,” shall be defined to be any person, firm, corporation, or 
association directly or indirectly, either as a principal business, or incidental 
to the conduct of any other business, buying, selling, handling or dealing in 
any manner with, gold which has been processed or manufactured for some 
one or more specific and customary industrial, professional or artistic use, or 
gold in any article designed for or used as wearing apparel, furniture, orna- 
ments or in any other personal property, whether such gold constitutes the 
sole material constituting such articles or only a portion thereof, whether 
such articles be new or second-hand. 


SECTION 2. All pawn shops, second-hand stores, junk dealers, dealers 
in gold, wholesale and retail, and dealers in second-hand merchandise in the 
City of Terre Haute, Indiana, shall file with the Chief of Police of the City of 
Terre Haute, Indiana, a daily report upon a blank to be furnished by said 
Chief of Police; said report must be filed with the Chief of Police or delivered 
to an authorized member of the Police Department of the City of Terre Haute 
not later than one (1) o'clock p. m. of each day, Sundays and holidays includ- 
ed; said blank shall set forth the name and address of the person or persons 
pawning or selling any article or articles, a personal description of such per- 


son or persons, the name of the article or articles, approximate value and time 
of delivery. 


SECTION 3. Within ten (10) days from the date of the taking effect of 
this Ordinance all owners and operators of pawn shops, and second-hand 
stores, all junk dealers, dealers in gold, wholesale and retail, and dealers in 
second-hand merchandise in the City of Terre Haute, Indiana, shall register 
with the City Controller of the City of Terre Haute, in a book kept for that 
purpose, giving therein the name of the owner, and the name of the operator 
of any pawn shop or second-hand store, the location by street and number of 
such pawn shop or second-hand store, the names and addresses of all junk 
dealers, dealers in gold, wholesale and retail, and dealers in second-hand mer- 
chandise, and the Controller shall collect from the registrant, the sum of One 
Dollar ($1.00) for each registration; provided that in the event any change 
is made in address after such registration the registrant shall register under 
such new address, and pay said fee therefor, and all persons, firms, corpora- 
tions or associations hereafter entering into the business of operating any 
pawn shop or second-hand store, or in the business of junk dealing, dealing

m. It shall be unlawful to deposit or cause to be deposited in any park- 
ing meter, any slug, device or metallic substitute for a five cent coin of the 
United States, and shall be unlawful for any person to deface, injure, tamper 
with, open or willfully break, destroy or impair the usefulness of any parking 
meter installed under the terms of this Ordinance. 


So that said Section 24 as amended shall read as follows:

THIS AGREEMENT made this 3rd day of July, 1936, by and between

after sometimes collectively referred to as the “COMPANIES,”) parties of 
the second part, 


WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, on the 2nd day of June, 1931, TERRE HAUTE ELECTRIC 
COMPANY, INC., by its then corporate name TERRE HAUTE TRACTION 
& LIGHT COMPANY, ELMER W. STOUT, Receiver of TERRE HAUTE, 
INDIANAPOLIS & EASTERN TRACTION COMPANY, and said CITY, 
made and entered into a certain contract and agreement relating to the fur- 
nishing of electrical current to said CITY for various purposes. (in which 
said contract said TERRE HAUTE TRACTION & LIGHT COMPANY and 
said ELMER W. STOUT, Receiver, were named and designated as “CON- 
TRACTORS”); and 


WHEREAS, PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY OF INDIANA is the as- 
signee of and the successor in interest to all rights, titles and interests ac- 
quired by said ELMER W. STOUT, Receiver of TERRE HAUTE, INDIAN- 
APOLIS & EASTERN TRACTION COMPANY, in, under and by said con- 
tract and said contract was, on the 21st day of January, 1932, adopted. ratified 
and made its own in every respect by said PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY 
OF INDIANA, and the adoption of said contract by said PUBLIC SERVICE 
COMPANY OF INDIANA was approved by the PUBLIC SERVICE COM- 
MISSION OF INDIANA on the 3rd day of February, 1932; and 


WHEREAS, said COMPANIES are now engaged in the business of 
manufacturing, distributing and selling electrical energy for illuminating 
and other purposes in said CITY and are now specifically rendering lighting 
service to said CITY for lighting the streets and highways thereof, and light- 
ing and power service for the Public Parks, for Dresser Field or City Airport, 
for City Hal! Building, for Fire Stations and for other buildings, structures 
and offices owned, controlled or used by the CITY for public or municipal ob- 
jects and purposes, in accordance with the terms of said contract entered into 
on the 2nd day of June, 1931; and 
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WHEREAS, on or about the 25th day of July, 1934, a separate contract 
for ornamental street lighting service to said CITY was entered into by and 
between said CITY and said TERRE HAUTE ELECTRIC COMPANY, INC., 
PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY OF INDIANA, and BOWMAN ELDER, 
Receiver of INDIANA RAILROAD, (in which contract said CITY was re- 
ferred to as the “Municipality,” said PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY OF IN- 
DIANA was referred to as “Service Company,” and said BOWMAN ELDER, 
Receiver of INDIANA RAILROAD was referred to as “Receiver,”); and 


WHEREAS, the making of said separate contract, and the terms and pro- 
visions thereof, were approved by the PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 
(Indiana) on the 30th day of July, 1934; and 


WHERBAS, said separate contract for ornamental street lighting ser- 
vice entered into on the 25th day of July, 1934, became effective on the 16th 
day of August, 1934, for a term of ten (10) full years thereafter; and 


WHEREAS. by separate modifying letter agreement, approved by the 
PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION (Indiana) on January 14, 1936, affecting 
only PUBLIC SERVICE COMPANY OF INDIANA, TERRE HAUTE 
ELECTRIC COMPANY, INC., and the BOARD OF PARK COMMISSION- 
ERS of said CITY, the said contract entered into on the 2nd day of June, 
1931, was modified in certain particulars as expressed in said separate modi- 
fying letter agreement; and t 


WHEREAS, the contract modification herein made does not in any man- 
ner affect the rights and obligations of said BOWMAN ELDER, Receiver of 
INDIANA RAILROAD, with respect to or under said separate contract en- 
tered into on the 25th day of July, 1934, as aforesaid; and 


WHEREAS, there is now installed in Deming, a subdivision located south 
of Wabash Avenue and east of 19th Street in said CITY, a certain system of 
ornamental street lights and said CITY desires to have ornamental street 
lighting service-in Deming rendered under and in accordance with the terms 
of the aforesaid separate contract entered into on the 25th day of July, 1934, 
and not under or in accordance with the terms of said contract entered into on 
the 2nd day of June, 1931; and 


WHEREAS, said CITY and said COMPANIES now desire to enter into 
an agreement and contract modifying both of said contracts hereinabove re- 
ferred to in order properly to accomplish such desire and purpose; 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and of the sum of 
One Dollar ($1.00) this day paid by each of the parties hereto to the other, 
and in consideration of the true and faithful performance by the respective 
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parties hereto of all of the terms, provisions, covenants, and/or agreements 
of said respective parties as hereinafter set forth, it is mutually covenanted 
and agreed by and between the parties as follows, to-wit: 


ITEM 1. It is agreed that Article X of the contract entered into on the 
2nd day of June, 1931, aforesaid, shall be, and from and after the effective 


date of this contract modification is hereby, modified and amended to read as 
follows, to-wit: 


“ARTICLE X. Dresser Field or City Airport, City Hall, Fire 
Stations and/or other public buildings and offices. 


“The CONTRACTORS agree to furnish electrical energy: 
“(a) For light and power used at Dresser Field or CITY Airport. 


“(b) For lighting and power used at the City Hall Building, fire 
stations, cemeteries, crematory, and any and all other buildings, or of- 
fices owned, controlled or used by the CITY for public or municipal ob- 
jects and purposes. 


“(e) For lighting and operating the lights or lamps commonly 
called “Traffic Lights or Signals” used and operated by the CITY for 
controlling the movement of traffic upon and along the streets and high- 
ways of the CITY at intersection points. Said lights or lamps shall burn 
approximately sixteen (16) hours per day.” 


ITEM 2. It is agreed that Article XI of the contract entered into on the 
2nd day of June, 1931, aforesaid, shall be, and from and after the effective 


date of this contract modification is hereby, modified and amended to read as 
follows, to-wit: 


“ARTICLE XI. PAYMENTS FOR SERVICE. 
“The CITY agrees to pay for the above service, the following: 


“(a) For lamps of 6000 lumen, overhead pendant incandescent type, 
burning all night (from one-half (14) hour after sunset to one-half 


(74) hour before sunrise), at the following rates per annum or twelve 
(12) month period: 


$66.00 each for the first 50 lamps 

61.20 each for the next 100 lamps 

57.60 each for the next 150 lamps 

55.20 each for the next 200 lamps 

40.50 each for the next 442 lamps 
and all lamps in excess of Nine hundred forty-two (942) lamps but 
subject to the provisions contained in Article IX hereof respecting 
removal of overhead lamps. 


“Payment of the above rates and charges shall be made in equal 
monthly installments.

“(b) The sum of Four (4) cents per kilowatt hour for energy used 
by the CITY for lighting and for power at or in Dresser Field or City 
Airport, the City Hall Building, fire stations and other city buildings,

(X) hereof. Lamps to burn such hours and days during the year as the 
City may require. 


“Wattage under Subsection (b) of this Article shall be based on me- 
ter readings or on manufacturer's guaranteed lamp ratings. 


“(e) At the rate of not to exceed Sixty-six Dollars ($66.00) per 
year, payable in equal monthly installments, for each street or highway 
intersection at which traffic lights are located, as provided in Subsection

“Said lights or lamps shall burn approximately sixteen (16) hours 
per day. 


“Bills shall be presented by the CONTRACTORS as nearly as prac- 
ticable, on the first day of each calendar month for service rendered dur- 
ing the preceding month, and the CITY agrees to make all payments 
within ten (10) days after presentation of bill.”

threats of violence in connection therewith; providing a penalty for the 
violation thereof, and declaring a time when the same shall take effect, 
in the City of Terre Haute, Indiana. 


BE IT ORDAINED, By the Common Council of the City of Terre Haute, 
Indiana: 


SECTION 1. Whoever shall watch, beset or picket the premises of an- 
other, where any person is employed, or any approach thereto, or any place 
or approach thereto, where such employe lodges or resides, for the purpose 
of inducing any such employe, by compulsion, threats, coercion, intimidation, 
or by any act of violence, or by putting such employe in fear, to quit his or 
her employment, or to refrain from seeking or freely entering into employ- 
ment, shall upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not less than 
FIFTY DOLLARS ($50.00), nor more than THREE HUNDRED DOLLARS 
($300.00) to which may be added imprisonment not exceeding SIX MONTHS. 


SECTION 2. Whoever shall watch, beset or picket the premises of an- 
other or any approach thereto for the purpose of inducing others to refrain 
from entering such premises, or from patronizing, transacting business with 
or negotiating with the owner or occupant of such premises shall upon con- 
viction thereof, be fined in any sum not less than FIFTY DOLLARS ($50.00) 
nor more than THREE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($300.00) to which may be 
added imprisonment not exceeding SIX (6) MONTHS. 
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SECTION 3. Whoever, in association or agreement with one or more 
persons, shall assemble, congregate or meet together in the vicinity of any 
premises where other persons are employed or upon the streets, approaches 
or places adjacent thereto, for the purpose of inducing any such employe, by 
compulsion, threats, coercion, intimidation, or by any act of violence or by 
putting such employe in fear, to quit his or her employment therein or to re- 
frain from seeking or freely entering into employment therein, shall upon 
conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not less than FIFTY DOLLARS 
($50.00) nor more than THREE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($300.00) to which 
may be added imprisonment not exceeding SIX (6) MONTHS. 


SECTION 4. Whoever, in association or agreement with one or more

ceeding SIX (6) MONTHS.

AN ORDINANCE prohibiting banner carrying and picketing in the City of 
Terre Haute, Indiana. 


BE IT ORDAINED, By the Common Council of the City of Terre Haute, 
Indiana: 


SECTION 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons, in or 
upon any public street, sidewalk, alley or other public place in the City of 
Terre Haute, Indiana, to carry any banner, placard, advertisement or hand- 
bill, for the purpose of displaying the same: 


PROVIDED, That the terms of this Ordinance shall not be held to apply 
to processions of menageries, circuses, minstrel shows, public processions and 
the like exhibitions. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of this Section shall, on con- 
viction, be fined in any sum not exceeding FIFTY DOLLARS ($50.00), to 
which may be added imprisonment for a period not exceeding SIX (6) 
MONTHS for each offense. 


SECTION 2. This Ordinance shal} be in full force and effect from and 


after its passage by the Council, approval by the Mayor and due publication, 
according to law. 


This Ordinance whose passage had been recommended by the majority 
report of the Special Committee to which it had been referred, was then ad- 
vanced to second reading and read in full.

Dear Sir: 


The undersigned, joint committee representing the members of the Fire 
and Police Departments of the City, respectfully call your attention to the 
fact that in the summer of 1932, the Committee of the Common Council then 
in charge of the preparation of the budget for 1933, requested the police and 
firemen to accept a temporary reduction in their salaries to the extent of ten 
per cent. This request was made because of the general depression and the 
financial condition of the City; and it was then agreed to, with the provision 
that it would be effective only for the years 1933 and 1934. However, the 
salaries in both departments have never been restored to the 1932 levels. 


The cost of uniforms remain at the high figures which have existed for 
the past several years; and the cost of other equipment which the members of 
the two departments are required to furnish remain the same. Furthermore, 
the cost of living has definitely increased in recent months, and it is a matter 
of common knowledge that further increases in the cost of necessaries of life 
are certain to come. 
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Considering the general tendency in business and industrial cireles to 
restore the wage and salary cuts which were made necessary a few years ago, 
the firemen and policemen of the City feel that the time has been reached 
when their salaries should be restored to the 1932 basis, as they have borne 


the reduction for two years longer than the period in which the reduction was 
to be in effect. 


We therefore earnestly petition you, as Mayor of the City, to recommend 
the restoration of the 1932 salary scales in the Fire and Police Departments, 
in the 1937 budget for the City.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP

At your last regular meeting an Ordinance was introduced asking an ap- 


propriation and bond issue in the sum of $25,000.00 for the purchase of ma- _ 
terials with which to build and repair the fire houses which are so badly in 
need of repnir und the Government is to furnish the labor for the same. This 
project was approved many months ago. Unless you take action in this mat- 
ter some time n lam afraid we will lose this project. The work upon some 
of these fire houses should be started immediately. - 


SEWER PROJECT 


Terre Haute does need a better and larger sewer system. A great deal 
of money has been spent by our former administrations trying to relieve this 
condition, and what sewers we have in our City are in good condition, but they 
are insufficient io take care of the needs of a city this large. 

Ihave filed with the City Clerk and asked that there be introduced before 
your body tonizht an Ordinance requesting a bond issue of $110,000.00 with 
which to buy materials while the Government is to furnish the labor and to 
put in more avers in Terre Haute. My idea is that after this money has been 
raised by a bond issue and the new sewers started that the City file suit in 


court to construe the Wm. S. Rea will, under which approximately $250,000.00 
should be avnilnble to help put in a sewer system in Terre Haute. I contend 
that when we put this additional $110,000.00 into sewers that we have complied 
with the provisions of the Wm. S. Rea will, and that the City would be entitled 
to this money to be used in sewers in Terre Haute. If we get this done Terre 
Haute will have one of the best equipped sewer systems of any city that 1 know 
of. This pro ect which I submitted to the Government for additional sewers 
was approved several months ago and I am afraid unless action is taken in 
this matter that the city will lose the benefit thereof. 


AIRPORT 


If Terre Haute is to get the benefit of a big grant with which to build a 
real, modern, up-to-date airport it will be necessary that the City purchase a 
larger amount of ground than that which they now own, which has been set 
aside for aviation purposes. We should purchase five or six hundred acres of 
cheap, flat land further away from our City so that these modern airships will 
be able to lund upon our field. If we undertook to purchase additional land 
Near our present airport site, the land being so valuable, it would cost the City 
too much money to purchase the same, whereas if we purchase cheap land it 
will be as practical for an airport as valuable land. Our present airport is too 
small and obsolete for the purpose of practical, modern, up-to-date aviation. 
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CEMETERIES 


Terre Haute has sold about all the lots that we have in our two old ceme- 
teries and we are facing the problem of acquiring additional land for a ceme- 
tery. This aviation field, which we now own and upon which we are paving 
by a former bond issue approximately $128,000.00, being obsolete and out of 
date as an airport, l am advocating that the Board of Works and Safety take 
this land and make a cemetery thereof and sell lots to our citizens anywhere 
from $10.00 to $25.00 each, which would make it so that the common people 
of Terre Haute could each and every one purchase a cemetery lot, which money 
would pay for this field and the upkeep with a good profit to the City, and 
which would give to the common people once more a real value for the money 
which they are spending on the city improvements. We might just as well 
face the situation that soon the City will be forced to purchase additional 
ground for a cemetery and this looks to me like the most practical, sensible 
and business-like manner in which to do the same. I have filed with the City 
Clerk and requested that a Special Ordinance be presented to your body to- 
night, one a request from the Aviation Board and one for a request that the 
Circuit Court appoint appraisers for this present airport, and I am requesting 
that this Council for the sake of the common people of Terre Haute proceed 
with this matter as quickly as possible. 


Again I wish to thank each and every member of the Council for their 
splendid co-operation throughout the year of 1936.

COMMISSIONERS. 


To the President, Members of the Common Council 
of the City of Terre Haute. 


An effort has been made by the undersigned Board of Aviation Commis- 
sioners and interested officials to obtain financial aid from the United States 
Government for the improvement of the grounds occupied and controlled by 
said Board as an Airport and such aid is not available for the reason that the 
field now maintained is not of sufficient size and proper topography and the 
conditions surrounding said field are not such as to conform to the rules of the 
Federal Government in regard to Airports, and for these reasons Federal aid 
cannot be obtained without an expansion of the present field. This Board has 
under its control as such aviation field the following described Real Estate in 
Vigo County, Indiana: 


Beginning at a point Three Hundred Sixty-three and seven tenths (363.7) 
feet south of the northwest corner of the southeast quarter (14) of Section 
Four (4), Township Eleven (11) North, Range Nine (9) West, running thence 
east Five Hundred Ninety-eight and eighty-four one hundrdedths (598.84) 
feet, thence north Three Hundred Sixty-three and seven tenths (363.7) feet 
to the north line of said quarter section, or to the center of the highway known 
as Davis Avenue, thence east to a point Twelve Hundred Sixty-four and two 
tenths (1264.2) feet east of the north and south center line of said Section 
Four (4), thence South Twenty-five Hundred Twenty-five and nine tenths 
(2525.9) feet to a point Twelve Hundred Ffty-eight and three tenths (1258.3)

tion thereof would be greater than is justified, and the vacation of necessary 
highways would result in great inconvenience to the citizens of Terre Haute 
and the public generally. 


In view of these conditions the undersigned Board of Aviation Commis- 
sioners has deemed it to the best interests of the City and the public generally 
that the ground above described, now used by the Department of Aviation, be 
placed under the supervision of the Board of Public Works and Safety of the 
City of Terre Haute, for use by said Board of Public Works and Safety as 
such Board shall deem advisable for the best interests of the City of Terre 
Haute, and recommend that said Real Estate be appraised as in the case of 
sale of said property, and that an amount of money equal to the amount of 
such appraised value be appropriated to the Department of Aviation for the 
purpose of purchasing and equipping another site for an aviation field of 
sufficient size and proper conditions to conform to the regulations of the 
United States Government in order to obtain Federal financial aid and estab- 
lish an airport of such size and conditions as to insure the services thereof to 
the best interests of the City and the public generally. 


In conformity with such intentions and to carry out same we herewith 
submit an Ordinance providing for such appraisal and transfer of the control 
and management of such said Real Estate and recommend the uassage 
thereof.

BE IT ORDAINED, By the Common Council of the City of Terre Haute, 

Indiana: 


SECTION 1. That Section 24 of “An Ordinance regulating traffic upon 
the streets, alleys and public places of the City of Terre Haute, Indiana, de- 
fining violations thereof, repealing all other Ordinances and Sections of Ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith, declaring a penalty for the violation thereof and 
designating a time when the same shall take effect,” the same being General 
Ordinance No. 6, 1930, passed by the Common Council on the 3rd day of Oc- 
tober, 1930, be and the same is hereby amended by adding Subdivision “g”, as 
follows: 

g. “It shall be unlawful for the operator of any vehicle to park the same 


for a longer time than five (5) minutes on the West side of South 
Seventh Street, between Wabash Avenue and the first alley South”. 


So that said Section 24 as amended shall read as follows: 
SECTION 24. Parking Time Limit in Congested District: 


a. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any vehicle to park the same 
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for a longer period of time than ONE HOUR between the hours of 9:00 a. m. 
and 5:00 p. m. of any day except Sunday and legal holidays within the con- 
gested districts. 


b. All vehicles shall park parallel to the curb on all streets except on 
South Third Street from Ohio Street to Wabash Avenue, where all parking 
shall be diagonal to the curb with the right front wheel to the right-hand curb 
at an angle of 45 degrees. Vehicles parked parallel to the curb shall be headed 
in the direction of traffic and with the right wheels of the vehicles within six 
inches of the curb. 


ce. No vehicle shall be parked on any street or sidewalk or street strip 
or in any alley or court within the congested district carrying signs or posters 
painted either on the vehicle itself or upon any sign material, offering the 
said vehicle for sale, trade, barter or exchange. 


d. No vehicle having a greater wheel base than 156 inches shall park on 
Ohio Street between Harding Avenue and Ninth and One-Half Street. 


e. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any vehicle to park in any 
public park except in designated parking areas, and on the right-hand side of 
any drive. All parking on one-way drives shall be parallel to the curbing and 
headed in the direction of traffic. 


f. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any vehicle to park the same 
in any of the following places for a longer time than ten (10) minutes, except 
that the Board of Public Safetv may designate taxicab stands or bus stop 
zones in said places: On the East side of South Sixth Street between Wabash 
Avenue and the first alley south; On the West side of North Seventh Street 
between Wabash Avenue and the first alley north. 
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g. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any vehicle to park the same 
for a longer time than five (5) minutes on the West side of South Seventh 
Street between Wabash Avenue and the first alley South. 


SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval by the Mayor and publication according to law.

held, providing penalties and declaring an emergency,’ ” and declaring an 
emergency. 


BE IT ORDAINED, By the Common Council of the City of Terre Haute, 
Indiana: 


SECTION 1. That Section 2 of General Ordinance No. 3, 1934, being “An 
Ordinance to amend Section 2 of General Ordinance No. 3, 1926, which Gen- 
eral Ordinance is entitled, ‘An Ordinance to provide for the licensing and reg- 
ulating of public dances and public balls, regulating places where such dances 
are held, providing penalties and declaring an emergency,’ and declaring an 
emergency,” be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“SECTION 2. Itshall be unlawful to conduct any public dance hall, or to 
hold any public dance, or public ball, within the City of Terre Haute unless 
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the dance hall or ball room in which the same may be held shall be duly li- 
censed for such purposes. All licenses shall be posted in a conspicious place 
within the hall or ball room where dances or balls are given or held. All li- 
censes shall be issued for one day, one week, one month, or one year, as re- 
quested by applicant, and the fees for licenses for such periods shall be: $1.00 
for license for one day; $2.00 for license for one week; $3.00 for license for one 
month; $10.00 for license for one year; all such license fees to be paid in full 
at the time such license is issued. All licenses shall expire promptly at the 
expiration of the period for which issued, and shall not be assigned or trans- 
ferred.”

AN ORDINANCE decreasing appropriations heretofore made in Parts of 
Equipment Account and Repairs of Equipment Account, Fire Depart- 
ment, and appropriating sums of money to meet the emergency need for 
the expenditure of more money for the current year than was set out in 
detail in the budget as finally adopted and appropriations as finally made 
for the fiscal year ending December 31st, 1936, and to meet deficiencies in 
such appropriations. 


SECTION 1. BE IT ORDAINED, By the Common Council of the City 
of Terre Haute, Indiana, that the appropriation to the Board of Public Works 
and Safety for the use of the Fire Department in the Parts of Equipment 
Account be decreased in the sum of Two Hundred Dollars, and that the appro- 
priation to the Fire Department in the Repairs of Equipment Account be de- 
creased in the amount of Five Hundred Dollars.
